Last season my friend tried an ex- 


periment upon ton acres, hy planting 
one hull'full 4 feet apart, two grains at 
it plneo 2} feet apart. The other half 
was drilled in, 4 feet apart. The drill- 
ed portion was much more difficult to 
keop clean than tho other, and the 
yield was about the same. The corn 
on the 5 acres planted according to my 
ftivoritu method, that is full four feet 
between the rows, and two and a half 
between the droppings, was much the 
finest, being larger and fuller in tho car, 
and easier husked. 


It should have been mentioned in the 


beginning of this article, that ground 
intended for corn, is always put in the 
very best condition before planting. 
Spring plowing is, I think, the best, or 
much preferred by me for corn ; unless 
I ho land is too rich, which is hot often 
the ease. In concluding this plain 
statement, 1 will merely remark, that 
if the same attention were paid to corn 
growing, Unit is given to the raising of 
wheat—if the land was as well immur- 
ed and worked, we could as easily raise 
one hundred bushels to the acre, us we 
now raise 
fifty.
